ssexuals have recognizable 
names: Christine Jorgensen, Jan

Raskin), and Rachel Harlow. 
Although Rachel is less well 
known, she is arguably the most 
credible-- physically. 
; Rachel's remarkable beauty 
insulated her somewhat from 
being regarded as a freak--a 
word she can barely utter. "Peo- 
ple can be kinder when you 
don't shock their sensibility," 
she says with hard-earned in- 
sight. 

Rachel’s face, at 46, is still a 
marvel--if anything, it’s softer 
and prettier than in her hey- 
day. Her grooming and makeup 
are as meticulous as ever. But 
she has found that her body 
cannot be frozen in time. 
Instead of embodying fashion’s 
androgynous look, as she used 
to, she is now Rubenesque and 
womanly. 

The youngest of three syb- 
lings, Richard always felt like 
a misfit. It wasn’t that he felt 
trapped in a male body; he felt 
trapped in the male role. "What 
drives us is not what’s between 
our legs," says Rachel. "It’s our 
mind. And I didn’t feel right in 
my head. When I picked out a 
toy I went for the tea set, not 
the truck or the baseball bat. 
My father wanted to buy me a 
doctor's kit. I wanted a nurses 
kit." But what can you do? "Do 
you go to your mother and say 

I don't want to be a boy?" SES 
Rachel. "So I became reclusive, 


spending time in my room 
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doing ceramics, fashion illus- 
trations. Sneaking into my mo- 
ther's clothes." 

Puberty was one continuous 
crisis. "MY first day in junior 
high," recalls Rachel, "I was 
told I had to take gym. In the 
locker room I started to cry. I 
ran out. I couldn’t get un- 
dressed in front of those boys." 
repressing his problem caused 
Richard to develop bleeding 
ulcers. During treatment, a 
severe hormone imbalance was 
discovered. "It made it easier 
for my parents to accept me," 
says Rachel. (It also may ex- 
plain why Richard had little 
body hair. "I never shaved," 
says Rachel, who is still asked, 
"Where is your beard?") 

In the doctor's office one day, 
Richard happened on a maga- 
zine article about Christine 
Jorgensen,"The Ex-G.I. Goes 
Abroad and Comes Back a 
Broad. I took the magazine and 
hid it in my bedroom. It was no 
longer me against the world; it 
was me and another person. It 
was like coming out of a dark 
tunnel. There was a term that 
described me. At least I knew 
what I was and that there was a 
solution." 

As he matured, he flaunted 
his femininity, infuriating his 
father. "Twiggy was the icon of 
that time." says Rachel. "Flat- 
chested. Beautiful. Thin. No 
hips. Boyish. I was tailor- made. 
I didn't have to do much to be 
in." 

A cousin, Billy Sirolli, a hair- 
dresser, sympathized. On 
Halloween in 1965, when 
Richard was 18, Billy ushered 
him into the world of drag. "I 
never even knew it existed," 
says Rachel. Billy dolled 
Richard up like Carroll Baker 
in Harlow, the film of the mo- 
ment--black satin bias-cut dress 
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with spaghetti straps, white fox 
stole, and platinum wig. "It was 
the first time I wore heels, yet 
I felt I had worn them all my 
life," says Rachel, quoting from 
the memoirs she is writing. "As 
I stood there in that outfit, 
looking in the mirror, for the 
first time I felt at peace. It was 
the beginning of a new life." 

"Is it a boy?" asked the offi- 
cial. 

"Of course he's a boy," said 
Billy. 

"Well, OK. What's her name?" 


"Her name is ...Harlow." 
There were 205 contestants. 


Harlow was number 114. "Pl 
never forget the number," says 
Rachel. "When they called my 
number, Billy walked me out to 
the middle of the floor. I stood 
there frozen, not knowing what 
to do.' Then I started to walk 
the runway, and the crowd 
began chanting :"We want Har- 
low! We want Harlow" They 
were banging their chairs on 
the floor. Stamping their feet. 
"We want Harlow!" says Rachel, 
glowing like a Follies girl re- 
membering being discovered by 
Ziegfeld. 

In fact, the Ziegfeld of drag, 
Jack Doroshow (a.k.a."Flawless 


Sabrina"), was in the audience 
that night. "Jack came up to 
me," recalls Rachel, "and said, 
"My dear, I’ve been all around 
the world, seen every queen, 
and there's no equal to you.” 
Harlow began entering Doro- 
show's local contests. "Every 
contest I entered, I won." 

Two years (and ten crowns) 
later, a panel of judges (pop 
aristocrats including Andy 
Worhol) crowned "Miss Harlow" 
queen of Doroshow’s Nationals 
Academy extravaganza, the 
Miss All-American Camp Bea- 
uty Pageant at Manhattan's 
Town Hall. 

When she went to the Cannes 
Film Festival in 1968 to pro- 
mote The Queen, Harlow was 
the starlet du jour. Sharon Tate 
asked her to dance. ("I said, 


"Who'll lead?" recalls Rachel. 
"Sharon said, 'Does it really 
matter?") The film struck a 


cultural chord. In a recent piece 
in Interview, David Bowie said 
that the beautiful boy in The 
Queen (Harlow) was partly res- 
ponsible for his interest in an- 
drogyny and bisexuality. Soon 
Hollywood was calling. Harlow 
auditioned for Myra Breckin- 
ridge. Had a bit part in A Safe 
Place, the Henry Jaglom movie 
starring Orson Welles. Inspired 
a character in a novel by Rona 
Jaffe. Went out with Warren 
Beatty. 

The only one who didn't want 
Harlow was Uncle Sam. Her 
trip to the draft board was "a 
horror," says Rachel. I handed 
the man my draft card. He said 
with disgust, "Oh, no, you're 
kidding, wanting me to check 
the box that said I was homos- 
exual. I refused." Harlow was 
rejected. 

The question of Harlow's sex- 
uality obsessed people- -and still 


does.

For the crossdresser, alot is required in portraying the female form. We 
have resort to padding, tucking and covering just to look how we feel. 
We do have one asset though that fs almost like a woman's and an envy 
to many of them: Our legs. To help show of them great legs, there is 
hosiery, and now more than ever you can have fun with it. Hosiery has been 
around for hundreds of years but it wasn't until this century that it has 
evolved. In the 20's came silk stockings in fleshy pink tone, they were very 
popular but scarce in W.W.II due to a need for silk as parachute material. 
Necessity brings invention and thus nylon was born, of course invention 
would continue with women's demand for an alternative to clumsy garter 
belts and, panties and hose became one.

Preparation for the oper- 
ation with weekly hor- 
mone shots and daily hor- 
mone pills.

B I am becoming increasingly alarmed by my 
boyfriend’s bizarre interest in cross-dressing. He has 
been living with me and my family for the last two months. The first time I 
noticed this behavior was when he put on my hot pink G-string bikini (both 
Parts) and asked me if | would have sex that way. | just shook my head and 
ran out of the room. I was so upset and shocked that I isolated myself from 
him for the rest of the day. The second time was worse. | walked in on him 
unexpectedly in my mother's room, and he was dressed in her chiffon-and- 
lace nightie, with a stack of porno magazines surrounding him. I just shut the 
door and walked away —and he didn't try to follow me to explain himself. In 
fact, we've never spoken about it. Does his dressing up mean he's ho- 
mosexual? What's going on here, and what can I do to stop it? 


A. As a general rule, it doesn't pay to 
punish people for doing what they can't 
help doing. I'm not saying this to make 
you feel bad or in any way responsible for 
your boyfriend's behavior; it's just that, 
by isolating yourself from him and not 
talking about what you witnessed, you 
showed disapproval and anger—but not 
understanding. And understanding is 
what your boyfriend requires ... be- 
cause his sexual behavior is a part of him, 
and he is not doing it to anger you or 
make you worry. Many men find wom- 
en's clothes, especially silky underwear, 
very sexy against their skin—we do too, 
don't we? Half the reason we wear slinky 
lingerie is because it makes us feel sexy. 
Some men feel the same way and so like 
to dress as women, head to toe. They are 
called transvestites and are not necessar- 
ily homosexual. On the contrary, many 
transvestites have happy and fulfilling 
relationships with women who under- 
stand their desires and even help satisfy 
them. Others dress up only when they are 
alone, and never tell their partners. 
What's really Boing on here? You'll 
never know unless you break your si- 
lence. You must talk to your boyfriend 
calmly and let him tell you just how 
deeply he desires to feel women's clothes 


next to his skin, and whether it is part of a 
greater desire to be a woman or merely an 
expression of transvestism. Once you 
know what his real sexual urges are, you 
have various choices you can face togeth- 
er. If he is unhappy or confused in his 
sexuality, he might want to enter profes- 
sional therapy. But remember, therapy 
will not change his urges if they are a 
profound part of him; it will only make 
him happy and able to function within his 
own framework.

As long as that isn't the only way 
he wants to make love, what harm will it 
do? Perhaps, in exchange, you could 
come up with a little fantasy of your own 
to try out on him. Still, if you find his 
sexual behavior repellent, tedious, or 
demeaning, it is not your fault—no more 
than liking to wear women’s underwear is 
his fault. You might, however, need 
to think about looking for a different 
partner.

"Everybody was grooving on 
me.

Harlow’s notoriety was insig- 
nificant compared with that of 
her first beau, Jack Kelly, Prin- 
cess Grace’s brother. They met 
at her Philadelphia club. He 
knew I had had the operation. 
He told me he admired my 
strength." 

"The first time Jack took me 
to his apartment, he asked me, 
"What would you like to do?" 
Probably not what he had in 
mind. "I told him I wanted to 
see the movies from Grace’s 
wedding.” It was with Jack 
Kelly that Rachel eventually 
lost her virginity, such as it 
was. "I was afraid it was going 
to hurt," says Rachel. But she 
found the experience "what it 
was for every girl---very emot- 
ional. I remember crying the 
whole time. Thats when it 
really hit me: Oh, my God, I've 
really done this." But the affair 
came to an end after two years; 
the couple was getting too 
much notice, to Grace's dismay. 

After her namesake club clo- 
sed in the late 70s, Harlow 
found love twice in other clubs.

Rachel says she 
knows of transsexuals who 
have been beaten up--and even 
killed--for not telling the truth.

behind you." 
affair with the 
lasted four years. 
Rachel was celebrating her 
birthday at a trendy Philadel- 
phia bar with a girlfriend when 
two men sent over a bottle of 
champagne. "Ill take the 
blonde," said Frenchman Ger- 
ard Billebault. Within a year he 
and Rachel were married. "My 
husband treated me like a piece 
of rare porcelain," says Rachel. 
He knew I was once a boy. He 
loved me because of who I was, 
not in spite of it." 


For most of their ten years 
together, Rachel was "just a 
housewife." But in 1988 they 
opened another Harlow’s- -this 
one a while piano supper club. 
Rachel was hostess. "When it 
wasn’t the success I wanted it 
to be, I had breakdown," says 
Rachel. She took to her bed for 
several months and eventually 
separated from her husband. 

In 1991, Rachel sold her fur- 
niture; packed her Robert Var- 
gas gowns, her collection of 
falls, the jewelry from her 
lovers, and her scrapbooks (mi- 
nus the pictures of herself as a 
boy--those she had torn up); 
and moved to San Francisco's 
Nob Hill to start over. She got a 
jobselling Lancombe cosmetics 


at a department store. Contrary 
to everything she preaches, she 
told none of her new. friends 
about her past. During her year 
there, she never set foot in the 
Castro, the gay district that 
welcomed her in 1969 as the 
star of The Queen. 

Rachel moved back to South 
Philadelphia recently to help 
care for her widowed mother. 
Rachel likes to tell how once, 
postoperation, she was visiting 
her mother and complained of 
stomach cramps. "My mother 
said, 'Is it your time of the 
month?’ 

"I said, "Mom, that's my joke.’ 

"But you're my daughter,’ she 
said." 

When producer Lewis Allen 
told Rachel he was reviving 
The Queen, she thought of a line 
from The Godfather Part III: 
"They’re pulling me back in." 
But she finds herself enjoying 
the attention and wishing she 
had appreciated it more the 
first time. 

Her claim to fame use to be 
passing as a woman. Now she 
survives as a woman and helps 
others follow in her path. "I’m 
not asking for converts, but I 
believe I’m here to tell my 
story," she says. "It’s not a trans- 
sexual story. It’s a life story." 

While Rachel was in New 
York City recently, Allen took 
her to a drag review at a Man- 
hattan cabaret. After the show, 
risking sounding like Sally 
Jesse Raphael, I asked Rachel 
how it felt to attend a drag 
show.
